the chief of police or who it was that has permitted a 
general disobedience to law in that city. But people 
fronijthe outside simply discussed it in an academic way. 
little interested in the question, except from the stand- 
point of an observer, but Lorain's activity in law viola- 
tion is again proving the truth of the old statement that 
"Xo man can live unto himself alone." 


The effect of violated law cannot be halted at the 


city's lines. Criminality permitted in a city becomes at* 
mospberic in it<* effect upon all men. 


Today a cti^zen of Elyria lies in his home on Lake 


Avenue a corpse. Several of his companions spent their 
night in a jail and it was necessary for the county sheriff 
to go into the heart of the city of Lorain and arrest the 
real man who was responsible for the illegal liquor sell- 
ing which resulted in the death of the one and in the in- 
carceration of the others. 


The de<ith of this man can be laid at the very door 


of the one or ones in the city of Lorain who are respon- 
sible fop permitting the riot, disorder, lawlessness and 
practical anarchy to exist. This is not the beginning 
but it is the culmination of a terrible condition which 
has been getting worse and worse each succeeding week. 


If the citizens of the city of Lorain were able to con- 


fine the effects of illegal liquor selling, assaults, cutting 
frays and general lawlessness inside their own city we 
would have no complaint to offer for the people could 
move from the city of Lorain to other points if they did 
not desire to continue in that atmosphere. We say that 
if the people of the city of Loraiu are contented and 
desire to keep things as they are providing it only af- 
fected themselves we would have no complaint but when 
through ignorance, inability or viciousness permits are 
virtually handed out to men to exploit the weakne>s 
of their fellows for gain and the citizens of Elyria and 
elsewhere are so exploited, ruined and even killed it i- 
time that the citizenry of Elyria, the county and the state 
asserted itself to the elimination of this vice and crime to 
the end of self-protection. 


It is no wonder that Sheriff Backus one of the nio-n 


conscientious men we have ever had in that position de- 
clared, "In view of all the murders, killings and crime.- 
which are charged the illegal traffic at Lorain it is time 
that the town should be combed clean of even- illegal re- 
sort as a matter of safety to the rest of the citizenry.'' 


It is quite a significant fact that it was not the po- 


lice of Lorain but the sheriff of Lorain County who has 
made the arrest and is trying to establish a reign of law 
in the place of licentiousness aud crime. 
It is not a ques- 


tion of how the election goes today. It is not a question of 
whether the majority of the citizens of Lorain prefer 
that kind of a government. The point is that there are 
obligations which the city owes to the neighboring vil- 
lages, towns and cities about it. There are obligations 
which it owes to the county and to the state and if these 
obligations are not met vountarily by the officials of the 
city itself there are other ways to take care of such a 
situation and we have faith to believe that between the 
activity of our sheriff and the executive power of the 
governor ttiat these things will be done unless Lorain 
proceeds immediately to perform them herself 


We realize full well that this indictment of an entire 
covers necessarily thousands of people who lament 
situation as keenly as anyone outside of Lorain can 


-possibly do but these people will welcome any service 
* that is rendered them to the end of protecting justice and 
pnghteousness and re-establishing their city into a DO 
tukttinn where law and justice and purity shall be regnant
